$1,000 in illegal political contribu- 1 
tions from a woman clerk, Mrs. 
Em m a S. Craven. 
Brehm stood soberly with his 
hands in his coat pockets while 
the sentence was pronounced rn 
^ Washington D. C. and gave no 
outward show of emotion. 
His attorney, Leo A. Hover, an­ 
nounced that the case will be ap­ 
pealed. 
Brehm had faced a possible 15 
years in jail and a $25,000 fine— 
three years and $5,000 on each of 
the five counts. 


JUDGE MATTHEWS pointed 
out that Brehm’s case differed 
* from that of former Hep. J. P ar­ 
nell Thomas, (R) N. J., in that 
Brehm was not convicted of 
fraud. 
Thomas was sent to jail after 
he was found guity of fraud in 
padding his office payroll w i t h 
persons who did not actually per­ 
form any work. 
Brehm was convicted on the 
technical charge of violating the 
£ Corrupt Practices Act, w h i c h

The 16-cylinder oil burner was 
unveiled in Cleveland before a 
naval delegation h e a d e d by 
Navy Secretary Francis P. Mat- 
i thews. 
The 
engine, 
perfected 
after 
five years at a cost of more than 
$10 million, was built 
by 
the 
I Cleveland diesel engine division 
of G eneral Motors Corp. 
Naval spokesmen hailed t h e 
engine as a “ revolutionary fac­ 
tor in undersea 
w arfare” 
and 
R ear Adm iral Wilson D. Leggett, 
deputy chief of the Bureau of 
Ships, said crafts 
powered 
by 
the new engine will have “ super­ 
ior characteristics to any 
sub­ 
m arines in the world today.” 
Matthews, 
emphasizing t h e 
part of the subm arine in event 
of war, said “ the subm arine has 
first priority in the Navy at pres­ 
ent. We alm ost lost two w a r s 
from the m enace of enemy sub­ 
m arines.” 
The new engine, m any details 
of which were kept secret, de­ 
velops twice the horsepower per 
pound and occupies about 
two 
thirds the space of World W ar II 
engines.

Hot Weather 
No Good For 
Farm Gattle 


WASHINGTON. 
J u n e ll — 
Cows don’t do their best in hot 
and humid weather, according to 
extension experts. They h a v e 
recom m ended that farm ers pro­ 
vide three essentials to 
insure 
better production. 
These include an abundance of 
high-quality feed 
that can 
be 
eaten within a short period of 
time, a shady cool place to lie 
down, and a good supply of fresh 
I water. 
Good 
pastures, 
particularly 
rotation pastures, furnish t h e 
best feed, and extra 
roughage 
will help too. If cows don’t have 
shade, if s a good idea to bring 
them into the barn during 
the 
heat of the day and allow them 
to lie in an open shed. 


I 
In general, anything th at can 
be done to help m ake cows com­ 
fortable during the S u m m e r 
months will pay dividends in bet­ 
ter production.

The point at issue Is that D m y t r y k 
I claims he ceased to be a Communist in 
STRAIN OF SPEED 
CAPT. James Jabara, jet ace, tells of the 
added tenseness of flying jet planes in 
combat over the propeller type. Speed is 
responsible. Reactions must 
be

swifter. Jabara was in only one inconclus­ 
ive combat lasting IO minutes. Usually a 
decisive action last two or three seconds.

Ice Packs Used in Ireatment 
Of Bursitis of the Shoulder 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


THE 
little 
fluid-filled 
sacs 
placed around the joints to in­ 
sure frictionless movement are 
known as bursae. T hat at the 
shoulder joint, known as the sub­ 
deltoid bursa, seems especially 
liable 
to 
inflammation, 
with 
swelling of the bursal sac due to 
an increase of fluid. The swelling, 
of course, causes pressure and 
this, in turn, results in pain. Any­ 
thing 
which will reduce 
this 
pressure will also banish the pain. 
This rule would seem to offer 
a simple remedy for bursitis but, 
unfortunately, it is easier said 
th an done. Hence, the num ber of 
methods for treating this dis­ 
order have multiplied since it was 
first recognized in 1904. 
Puncturing of Sac 


is noted th at heat of any type 
usually makes the pain worse, 
probably by increasing the pres­ 
sure in the bursa. The ice packs, 
on the other hand, usually bring 
prom pt relief from pain, not only 
because of the pain-deadening 
quality of cold, but also by reduc­ 
ing the pressure in the bursa. 


Rest in Bed 
The patient should be at rest 
in bed, the arm supported on pil­ 
lows as far away from the body 
as the patient can stand. Finely 
cracked ice is put into a Turkish 
towel. One or two layers of flan­ 
nel art; placed next to the skin 
over the shoulder, then the ice 
pack is adjusted over the flannel. 
It is left in place for from 30 to 
60 minutes and reapplied every 
three hours.

11WJ A SHIN GTO N —T h e re is first-hand evidence that messages of 
Yr 
goodwill and friendship from the Free W'orld are continuously 
passing through the Iron Curtain, and are being received by the 
people of the Soviet world—not only in the satellite countries of 
Eastern Europe but by those living within Russia itself. 
I he ttn.€iz:;ig fact is that much of the credit for this cracking of 
the Iron Curtain can be given to puppet shows and toy balloons 
which were financed by the United States through the Marshal! Plan. 
When the idea was first suggested nobody thought 
it would have such far reaching consequences, as it 
was conceived as a plan to inform the people of 
Western Europe regarding the great advantages 
and benefits of a united Europe. 
At the present time a self-contained mobile 
exhibit, called "Europe Builds," is completing a 
6,000-mile tour of Western European countries. It 
carnet its own tent, shows its own motion pictures, 
features its own puppet shows—ail in the language 
of the different countries It has already shown in 
France, Belgium, Germany, Denmark and Sweden. 
Europe Builds tells the story of progress toward 
Western European integration and what it will 
mean for higher living standards and a more secure 
peace when 270 million Europeans can produce for 
•ach other and tell to each other freely. As a feature of this travel­ 
o g exhibit, vim tora have been given and they have released into the 
still free air about half a million toy balloons 
^B rightly colored, hydrogen-filled, about one foot in diameter, each 
balloon carries a postcard with a return address signed by the person 
Who sends it up. It is a greeting of goodwill and friendship from one 
atizen of Western Europe to another.

• GOODWILL MESSAGE 
Th© message, when the caravan was in 
Denm ark, read in p art: “With this balloon you receive a sincere 
greeting from a peace-loving friend in Denmark who has visited the 
M arshall Plan exhibit at Copenhagen. 
“The balloon is a symbol of the hopes for peace and prosperity en­ 
tertained by the free democratic citizens of the 18 Marshall Plan 
countries. It is a symbol of the free exchange of goods and ideas 
th a t all of us attem pt to realize. Our hope ut that one day people 
and goods will be able to pass the borders as freely aa the balloon can 
move over land and sea." 
This message was designed only to keep the free people of Western 
Europe informed of one of their great common enterprises, an example 
of democracy in action. 
However, something entirely unexpected 
happened. 
W'hen the mobile exhibit showed in Copenhagen, Denmark, about 
70.000 balloons were released 
Each contained the message of hope 
and goodwill, with a return address of the exhibit. 
Strong winds began carrying them into the territory where the 
truth is forbidden. Some floated 500 miles and even farther, and then 
dropped noiselessly in East Germany, in Poland, in Hungary, in 
Austria, in Czechoslovakia, in Lithuania and in Russia.

There was an immediate and violent re­ 
action from the Communists. Soviet spokesmen warned that it was 
physically dangerous to pick up the balloons and the message they 
carried. The Communist press and radio screamed that “Western 
imperialists attached dangerous microbes to the printed messages’’ 
and that the purpose of the balloons w'aa to study "air 
currents prior to launching bacteriological warfare 
against Europe." 
Soon replies began coming in. Many of these letters 
were first sent to friends outside the Iron Curtain and 
then re-addressed to Copenhagen. This one is typical; 
“Your balloon has blown a long way. It has blown to a part of 
Europe where people do not speak—or rather dare not apeak 
about 
the ideas you support and work for But we are longing very much 
for the day when we can live aa Europeans. Don’t think that Europe 
ends at the Iron Curtain.” 
From the number and tone of these letters It Is no wonder the 
Politburo is disturbed at this crack in the iron Curtain!

Millions Paid 
To Red Mothers 
To Raise Babies 


LONDON, June ll — Russian 
women are collecting many mil­ 
lions of dollars a year in state 
benefits by having babies for the 
Kremlin. 
The Moscow radio reported 
that in the last five years about 
18 billion rubles—$4.5 billion—in 
state benefits have been paid out 
to “ mothers of large families 
and unmarried mothers” for pro­ 
ducing new recruits for Soviet 
Communism. 
The Russian broadcast, heard 
in London, predicted that during 
1951 more than $500 million will 
be paid out from the state social 
insurance 
funds 
for 
women 
workers who become mothers.
